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‘Tuexe are symptoms gradually appear- 
ing in England that the great Liberal 
party is prepared to cut itself adrift 
from the faction which has been Intely 
endeaouriug to make not only itself 
but the nation contemptible, It seemed 
strange that the Marquis of Hartington, 
in many respects a representative man, 
should have condescended to the in- 
trigues familiar to the more blataul of 
the party, yet it is only one example 
amidst many of how party may override 
the claims of patriotism ; and how men, 
in otber respects estimable, may be led 
for the sake of party to place them- 


selyes in alliance with individuals 
whose conduct they would in private 
life unhesitatingly condemn. It was 
thus that the-members of the party 
were prepared to return to power by’ 
any avenue whatever, even if the 
means necessitated the dishonour of 
the country; and showed themselves 
not unwilling to seriously jeopardise 
the peace of India rather than miss an 
opportunity of gaining a disoreditable 
victory in the House of Commons, The 
result of the attempt fortunately ended 
in the dofoné of the party which had so 
unpatriotically attempted to compromise 
national solf-respect, and the leaders, 
with some degree of inconsistency, con- 
sidering the character of their party 
cry, have now beon hunting about for 
a policy more likely to gain them suf> 
frages at tho next general election. It 
is curious to remark how diametrically 
opposite this new policy is to that 
which has boon professed and practised 
during the last two years. If wo were 
now to seek the haters of Russia and 
Russianism, wo must perforce go to 
that party which has lent its invidious 
aid to support Russian schemes of 
aggrandisement. Your true Russo. 
phobe must now be sought, not on the 
Conservative benches, but amongst the 
ranks of those who followed Mr, Glad- 
stone, and by their factious opposition 
paved the way fora Russian advance to 
the lines of Constantinople. To such 
men the conduct of the Government 
of Lord Benconsficld seems paltry in 
the extreme. Forgetting that ib was 
they who hampered at every turn the 
action of the Government, we are now 
informed that if they had but been in 
power the Russian advance would have 
been affronted by the united action of 
the Liberal party. It is dificult to 
judgo of the conduct of a Govern 
ment when in, from the professed poliey 
of its supporters when out, of office; 
| but Gf one thing we have sufficient 
evidence to form a cortain judgment, 
and that is that the Liberal party per se 
could never Lave preseuted an united 
j frout in any mensure where Russian 
| interests were concerned, Had it beon 
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in’ power it must bave trasted to the 
support of the Opposition. Experience 
has shown that in such conditions the 
loyalty of the Conservative section of 
the House may always be depended on, 
aud this it would seem is the main 
hope ‘of the uew Liboral party. AU 
things are said to bo fair in war or 
love, bat it is hardly dignified, nor 
is it patriotic, to seek to cast a party 
from power in the sole expecta- 
tion of being able to carry on by 
its support in Opposition. In some 
respects the new condition is satisfac~ 
tory; it seems to show that tho uation 
is at last waking up from its long 
lethargy, and that both the great 
parties are struggling to adopt a moro 
rational and intelligible ery than they 
have of late been accustomed to. If 
party dissension could be for a while 
forgotten, and Great Britain for a time 
devote herself to welding together her 
‘vast possessions, a far higher field of 
politics would be afforded to her rising 
statesmen than petty vestry-liko squab- 
bles about qualifications.

An extraordinary meeting of the members 
of the Race Club was held ‘Tuesday at * 
the Shanghai Club, Mr. J. Hart, pre- 
sided, and there were present :—Messra. 
W. Coutts, J. ML. Riuger, E.G. Low, 
MeLeod, and 0. Fuck (Stewards) ; H. 
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8. Bidwell, J. A. Sullivan, A. Robinson, 
Ga. ies, 2 E. W. Ric, EH. Gore- 
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G. G. Hopkins, J. S. Fearon, L. Moore, 
A. Veitch, N. B. Hinckley, C. Lucas, 
H, W. Daniel, H. Morris, F. B. Aubort 
and B, Dallas, Secretary. The meeting 
was called to consider a proposed change in 
the standard of the heights of ponies and 
the weights they should cary, and, as 
a recommendation from the Stewards, the 
Chairman proposed the following resolu- 
tion :—““Ist.—That the height of ponies 
be 14 hands and under. 2nd.—That 
tho weight for ponies be st. 10lbs. 
for 12 hands, and an increase of Sibs. for 
every inch up to 14 hands. 3rd.—That 
fractions of an inch count in favour of a 
pony.” Insupport of themotion he explained 
that the proposed alteration by the Stewards 
imply an increase of three pounds on 
ights they had hitherto had, with the 
abolition of the differential weight between 
13.3and 1f hands, Hitherto there had been 
a difference of 5 Ibs. for ponies of 13 hands 3 
inches and 14 hands, but the Stewards now 
considered that 3 Ibs. was suficient. ‘The 
Stewards had also considered the Honykons, 
weights, which wore an addition of 7 Ibs. to 
the standard here, and they had decided 
that an increase of 3 Ibs. was amply sufli- 
cient for tho majority of the Shang 
riders. Ponies over 14 hands would be 
excluded altogether.—Mr, Coutts seconded 
the motion.—Mr, Gore-Booth proposed, 
and Mr, Bidwell seconded, an amendment 
to the effect that the weights be made the 
samo as in Hongkong.—'ho matter was 
Aiscussed, and the yeneral opinion scemed 
to be that an increase of 3 lbs. to the old 
standard was quito suficient ; and on the 
vote being taken the motion was carried 
with only three dissentients.—Mr. Lucas 
suggested that the weight for tho Derby 
should be made weight for inches instead 
of the fixed weight of 10 stone 7 Ibs. as at 
present, and the Chairman promised that 
the matter should receive tho considera- 
tion of the Stewards, who would endeavour 
to meet the views of the majority of the 
membors of the Club. ‘The new standard 
of woights will be as follows -— 
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Wohear that Sir. F. Wade is expected

We acknowledge with thanks the receipt 
of a cry of an Anglo-Chinese Calendar for 
the years 1880-1891, compiled by Mr. G. 
M. H. Playfair, of HM. Consulate, Foo- 
chow. Tho work, which is an exceedingly 
useful one, is intended to form a continua- 
tion of the Anglo-Chinese Calendar Manual 
of the late Mr, W. F. Mayers, which was 
carried down to the end of the current 
year. An improvement is noticeable in the 
Addition of tho days of the week, which, 
the compiler belioves, will add to the 
general utility of the Calendar in European 
hands, 














Chow-fu woollen factory has arrived in 
Shanghai, and will, we are informed, be 
shortly despatched to Hankow, en route to 
its destination. 

The P. & O. S. N. Co.'s steamship 
Gwalior took the following Silk :—For 
London, 112 bales ; New York, 38; Lyons, 
30; Bombay, 19; total, 199 bales; and 17 
bales Waste Silk for London. 

From an exchange, we learn that Mr. 
James G. Storie (who recently visited 
Shanghai) has been permitted to load timber 
at the ports of Minanga and Masinloc, 
Philippines, in the British barque Lebanon, 
to eed to London. 

We hear that telegraphic news has been 
received of the wreck at the Pescadores 
of Messrs. Douglas Lapraik's steamer 
Taiwan, which for some time past has been 
running between Hongkong, Amoy, and 
Formosa. All the erew and a large portion 
of her cargo were saved, but the vessel is 
believed to be a total wreck. 

We are informed that Chén, the Chinese 
Magistrate, has entrusted the control of 
Lixed Court to the foreign Assessors 
us his temporary absenco at Soochow. 

We have received from the I.31, Customs 
a copy of the list of the Chinese Light- 
houses, Light-vessels, Buoys and Beacons 
for 1879 (corrected to Ist December, 1878), 
published by order of the Inspeetor- 
General of Customs, which will be of great 
use to shipmasters and others trading on 
these coasts. 

Many of the dangers attending a walk 
through the streets of our Settlements, or 
on cithér of the roads outside, are caused by 
mafoos of the licenced vehicles allowing 
their passengers to drive, while thoy (‘the 
mafoos”) hang on behind and look care- 
lessly about, not heeding where the fare is 
driving to. Now in most (if not all) 
European towns and cities, the drivers of 
buses and hack carriages are all 
licensed, and if they aro caught allowing 
any passenger to drive, are liable to be 
summoned by the Police and fined, and on 
a repetition of the offence have their license 
from them. A similar arrangement 
Je by the Councils on both sides of the 
-king-pang would check if not entirely 
nt the dangers complained of.

“Tam No. man,” was 
the answer ; bué the constable’s suspicions 
wero aroused and he called for the 
inmates of the house, A respectably 
attired man then came down stairs, told 
the constable that he was the proprietor 
of tho house, and could not account 
for the presonco of his early guest, 
who was still devoting his energies to the 
chicken and wine. When this individual 
was appealed to for an explanation, ‘he ad- 
mitted, with the greatest coolness, that he 
had entered the house by slipping the latch 
with instruments he produced, and was 
forthwith marched off to the Louza Police 
Station. There ho was questioned as to 
his previoss career, and acknowledged to 
two other ‘burglaries, which he had also 
effected by slipping the latch of the doors 
and, when stripped, scars were visible on 
his logs, showing thathe was no strangor to 
the supposed reforming influences of the 
bamboo. 

Another burglar has been cloverly eap- 
tured, having the proceeds of his handiwork: 
in his possession. Between four and five 
o'elock. on Monday morning last a native 
Sergeant met a well dieascd ut ond o 
coolio near the Loong-fei bridge. Tho 
former was carrying a box on his shoulder, 
and the latter lad two wator-buckets 
closely packed with bottles, Recognising 
tho man with tho box as a convicted thief, 
the Sergeant stopped him and asked him 
to account for his possession of the box, 
whercupon the coolio stopped also, Tho 
statement made was not satisfactory, and 
tho Sergeant took them to the Louza Police 
Station. It was thore ascertained that the 
box was a caso of champagne, and that 
the buckets contained over thirty bottles 
of various kinds of wines and liquors, 
which, it was subsequently discovered, had 
been stolen, from a foreign house on the 
Bubbling Well road, near the Grand Stand, 
Entranco had been effected by cutting a 
hole through the cook-house door.

GENERAL GRANT. 
Ir seems probable that Shanghai will 
shortly be called upon to welcome & 
guest to whom the epithet “dis- 
tinguished” may be applied without 
any risk of the accusation of flattery. 
Since Garibaldi, then an unknown sea 
captain, visited Foochow, no figure of 
the highest historical importance has 
appeared in Chiva. We have had titles, 
not men, In a few weeks, however, we 
shall have the privilege of greeting a 
man whose name will be for ever con- 
nected with one of the greatest events 
of the 19th century. Ulysses Grant 
has made for himself a name which will 
ever be connected with the United 
States. And now that the bleeding 
wounds caused by the civil war are 
stanched, ho will be welcomed by 
Amorican citizens of all parties and by 
the subjects of European Powers with 
respect and enthusiasm—at least with 
the nearest approach to enthusiasm 
which this practical community permits 
itself to indulgein. Though there may 
bo citizens who have differed from 
General Grant on many important sub- 
joots of policy, we conceive that very 
fow, if any, will feel any sense of rank 
ling irritation against the brave soldier 
because he did his duty in tho war with 
the South. The celebration of the 
centenary of Bunker's Hill, on the 17th 
of June, 1875, showed to the world the 
impressive sight of soldiers, who ten 
years before had been fighting against 
each other, heartily and publicly frater- 
nizing. Those who witnessed that 
gathering in Boston must have felt that 
the past was buried in oblivion, and that, 
the military organization of the great 
American people would henceforth for- 
give and forget the unkappy question 
which had ranged them for a brief 
space on opposite sides. It is not 
for @ journalist in a cosmopolitan 
Sottlement like this to touch the poli- 
tical questions with which General 
Grant has bad to deal, but wo may 
rofer to the great menage of the cen- 
teonial year of the national existence 
asa freo and independent people, to 
prove that on many great questions 
tho pulso of tho lato President's policy 
boats in harmony with the requirements 
of the age and tho aspirations of all 
those who desire the advancement of 
the haman race. There are very few 
amongst us who will not echo and 
applaud the sentiment that “a large 
association of iguorant men cannot for 
any considerable period oppose a suc- 
cessful resistance to tyranny and op- 
pression from the educated few, but 
will inevitably sink into acquiescence to 
the will of intelligence, whether directed 
by the demagogue or by priesteraft. 
Hence, the education of the masses 
becomes of the first necessity for the 
preservation of our institutions.” 
‘There aro very few amongst us who 
will not agree with the conviction ex. 
pressed in tho same masterly State 














paper that slavery is opposed to the 
spirit of the age. Never has anyone 
expressed this great truth more forei- 
bly than General Grant since Lord 
Brougham protested against “ the wild 
and guilty phantasy that mau could 
hold property in man.” ‘Tho opinions 
on fiseal matters, and tho craving for 
what he called “specie resumption,” 
indicate strong common sense. A sound 
currency is the symbol and the guardiau 
of national prosperity, and we are cer- 
tain that on this question, as well as on 
the others we have alluded to, General 
Grant’s views commend themselves to 
those who have given their attention 
to the several subjects without a party 
bias. But whether we agree or whe- 
ther we disagree with the political 
programme of the late President, 
and with the views with which 
he has identified himself, he is 
bound to receive a warm welcome 
at our hands. His reputation stands 
high. He is oue of the foremost men 
in a conntry where eminent men are 
produced in Jarge numbers, and he has 
teveived a cordial 

Queen of England. We recall with 
feelings of gratitude the frank hearti- 
ness of the reception accorded by our 
American fellow-residents to the Duke 
of Ediuburgh when he visited Shanghai, 
and we shall bo much disappointed if 
all that lies in our power is not done 
to give General Grant a favourable 
impression of our peculiar and ex- 
ceptional little community. We shall 
not be able to show him very many 
attractive sights. A small population 
like ours will not be able to present 
any very striking spectacles, or to join 
in any very conspicuous demonstrations, 
bat wo shall endeavour to do what we 
can to show our esteem for indomitable 
energy, and for high military aud 
administrative ability.

CHINA AND EGYPT. 
“Tne Egyptinns sometimes lighted 


torches at night. The Chinese light 
Innterns ; the Chineso are therefore 
evidently a colony from Egypt.” So 
wrote Voltaire, ridiculing the far-fetched 
theories of the philosophical anti- 
quarinns of his day, and the absurd 
insufficiency of the grounds on which 
those theories wero constracted. Ho 
says in bis own inimitable way that 
“in a Western province, formerly called 
“Coltien, the love of singularity and 
“paradox has been carried so far as to 
“induce some to assert that the Chinese 
“sere only an Egyptian, or, rather, 
“ perhaps, a Phoenician colony. It was 
“attempted to prove in the samo way, 
“as a thousand other things have been 
« proved, that a King of Egypt, called 
“ Menes by the Greeks, was the Chinese 
“King Yu; and that Atoes was Ki, by 
“the change of certain letters.” In 
spite of this fantastic effort of imngina- 
tion, and the just exposure of its 
absurdity which it received at the 
hands of the great master of irony, 
there is little doubt that something 








might be learned by a comparison of 
the religious systems of China and tho 
religious systems of ancient Egypt. 
The history of growth and development 
of religious leads us to believe that the 
earliest religion of which shadowy and 
vague reminiscences are discernible, was 
followed by Animism. The best apeci- 
men of this form of belief is to be found 
in the old religions of Mexico and 
Pera. The religion of the Natchez, a 
small tribe at the confluence of the 
Mississippi and Red River, had as their 
religious system an organized Animism. 
‘Theabsolutesovereign wasthe brother of 
the Sun and High Priest, and to all 
firea special sanctity was attached. In 
this case, as in many otbers, religions 
progress seems to have been connected 
with the introduction of ngriculture, 
All systems of this kind are Nature 
ions, and traces of this state 
of development aro to be met with 
unmistakeably in the State religion 
of China, Next in order wo Lave the 
polytheistic religions aud the nomistic 
religions, founded on a law or holy 

ptaves Mow the poouliarity of China 
is that it contains three religions be- 
longing to three different forms of 
development. ‘There is the natures 
worship, which finds its outward expres- 
sion in the august ccremonial connected 
with the worship of Heaven and Earth, 
There is the polytheism which consists 
in the worship of a world of spiritual 
beings, and which is the creed of the 
populace, ‘This brings in its train all 
the crazy follies and superstitions of 
diablerie and gives employment to 
colleges of priestly impostors and to 
astrologers and necromancers, vendors 
of charms and amulets, of spells 
and elixirs. Tuoism supplies this 
waut of the vulgar, and its priests, 
with their so-called Pope at their head, 
fool tho masses to the top of their 
bent, and rob them by all the usual 
arts of religious charlatanry. In addi« 
tion to these two systems there is also 
tho Confacian teaching, which isa very 
good type of a nomistic religion, and 
which, though placed by some writers 
side by side with Taoism, is really in 
practice very different from it. The 
characteristics of Buddhism are too 
well known to be referred to. It will 
be seen, then, that a peoplo like the 
Chinese, who have four systems belong- 
ing to four difforent stages of religious 
development alive in their midst at one 
and the same time, may be compared 
with many other nations; and the com. 
parison cannot fail to prove satisfactory 
in certain respects. Some points of 
contact must be found between the 
Chinaman’s nature religion and that of 
the ancient Mexicau. ‘The ordinances 
of Confucius may be likened to those 
of Moses. The Chinaman’s Budd- 
hism resembles that of the Hindoo, 
Thus, when we say that the ancient 
Chinese religion stands at the same 
point of development as the Egyptian, 
we are pretty sure to be partially right. 
Still the differences are very great 
between the faith that is professed on 
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the banks of the Yang-tsze and the 
early enlt of tho mysterious laud of 
the Nile. The causes of the differences 
are not far to seek. The feudal system 
to which the writings of Confucius 
make so many incidental allusions, bad 
numerous faults, and the quarrels of 
the rival Kinglings kept the country 
back for centuries. Robbery aud op- 
pression were the rule amongst the 
petty Princes, and a Duke or King who 
reigned in righteousness was the ex-| 
ception; but nevertheless, in spite of the | 
stormy character of the period, it per- 
mitled, as Professor Tiele romrrks, 
“an independent development of per- 
“ souality, and a freer influence on the 
“part of the sages than the theocratic 
“absolutism which in Egypt crippled 
“all intellectual movemout.” 

















CHANGES IN FRANCE, 
ArraneNtiy without any serious dis- 


turbance the French Republic has 
changed its President. The Intest 
newspapers aro fall of matters of 
medivere interest. The Senate was con- 
sidoring the Budget of Revenue, and the 
moat interesting question was a long 
discussion on the ad valorem duty on 
cheques ndopled by the Senate as a 
inl set-off against the remission of 
-thirds of the present ad valorem 
duties on other bills of exchnnge. But 
Tater, @ matter more important and more 
pressing has evidently intruded itself 
on tho uttention of the nation, There 
was an attempt made to interfere with 
the wilitary organization, and here 
Marshal Maomahon was peculiarly son- 
sitive, Changer, the objects of which 
niny easily be conceived, wero proposed 
iu the commanders of the ferent 
Army corps, The President was keenly 
alive to interference wilh this depart- 
ment, and nt once threatened to resign if 
the urmny were disorganized. He prob- 
ably did not think that he would be 
taken ut his word, and learned with 
surprise the intimation of the majority 
that if his resignation were tendered it 
would he accepted. ‘This happened on 
the 29th of Junuary, The uext day 
the formal resignation took place, aud 
MarieEdme Patrick Maurice Macmahon, 
Dake of Magenta, censed to govern 
Republican France, It is impossible 
to foresee what will be tho result of 
the change, and it is not easy to with. 
hold sympathy from the brave old 
soldier who has fought bis way up so 
gallantly and wielded his fairly won 
power so well. The life of Marshal 
Macmahon covers one of the most in- 
teresting and exciting periods of history. 
When he entered the military service 
of France in 1825, Charles X was on 
the throne. He served during the 
reign of Louis Philippe in Algeria, aud 
was aide-de-eamp tv General Achard 
at the siege of Antwerp, when 
“General Bayonet,” as the soldiers 
nicknamed tho resolute Dutch General 
Chassé, kept 75.000 French troops at 
bay. Mnacmshon held some responsible 
































posts, and after the assault of Coustan- 


tine, in which he took part, his pro- 
motions were rapid. In 1848, the year 
of tumbling thrones and shaking con- 
stitutions, he was made General of 
brigade; aud when Canrobert left the 
Crimea in 1855, Macmahon was 
selected by the Emperor Napoleon to 
succeed him. The great achievement 
of tho war, the capture of the Malakoff, 
was, as all the world knows, the 
work of Macmahon. The services in 
the Italian campaiga crowned his mi! 
tary career with victory. For, in later 
life, he was called on to share the 
snfferings and not the triamphs of 
France. But if he witnessed the 
misfortunes of war, he bas also been 
preserved to enjoy the glories of peace, 
and his Presidency will be long re- 
membered from the brilliant success 
of the Industrial Exhibition of 1878. 
Tt is a principle, in poetry, that “an 
intertexture of couveutional expres 
sions” should interpose between the 
exciting and vigorous passagos,and some 
similar arrangemout seems to prevail 
in history. At all events, the reign of n 
prosaic practical man like Mucmahon, 
has supplied Franco with needful rest, 
and there can be no doubt that she bas 
been fortunate in the main in being 
allowed © space between the revolu- 
tionary excitements which have hitherto 
afilicted the country with a regularity 
of periodie recurrence. One good sign, 
however, is perceptible in the recent 
events. The change of President has 
been apparently made quietly, and 
according to the forms of law. M. 
Grévy is the model of a respect- 
able and safo politiciay, a man of high 
character, and one whom a large num- 
ber of his countrymen regarded as 
the probable successor of ‘Thiers. 
The future destinies of the richest 
country in Europe will probably be 
controlled by Gambetta, but he is not 
yet quite ripe for the post which 
Marshal Macmahon has vacated. The 
recent antagonist of ML do Fonrton is, 
in the judgment of most qualified and 
dispassionate observers, thecoming mav, 
but the hour for his ascendancy has 
not yet arrived, and in the meantine 
Ube interspace may be very satisfactorily 
bridged over by M. Grévy. Tho new 
President was clearly ‘ious to retain 
the services of the Ministry, and as far 
as we know he will only loso M. 
Dafaure. ‘This experienced statesman 
bas lately asserted bis identity with 
thatidea, which, since 1814, bad always 
found embodiment in the country, and 
which the Government of Marshal 
Mnemahon represented, defending, as it 
did, with equal energy, both the Liberal 
of Republican principles. It is, there- 
fore, perhaps, from loyalty to his chief 
that MI. Dafaure resigns. We hope. the 
best from the wisdom of M. Wad- 
dington, who has not identified himself 
so closely with Macmahon’s wa'chwords, 
and, therefore, way be trusted to form a 
Ministry.

‘Wednesday evening an appreciative aud- 
ience assembled in the Reading Room to 
hhear a lecture by the Rev. J. R, Goddard, 
on ‘“ The Internal Condition of the Roman 
Empire in the 2nd and 3rd centuries of 
the Christian eza.” 

After a few descriptive words as to the 
external magnificence and power of Rome 
under the Imperial regime, the Rev. gen- 
tleman went on to show that the change 
from the Republic to the Empire was not 
without benefit in some respects. At first 
there were fewer civil disturbances, especi- 
ally in the provinces; there was more _ 
security for property, and the means were 
increased for the accumulation and enjoy 
ment of large fortunes. Under the Em- 
perors, Rome became a city of palaces, the 
Fine Arts were encouraged and patronized, 
and Trade became important and extensive. 
It was part of the Imperial policy to amuse 
the people, and in social life there was 
more freedom than had proviously existed. 
The mechanism of the government was so 

fect that even tho dissipations of the 
Emperors did not hinder its operations, 
But Liberty became a thing of the past, 
and the morals of the whole nation rapidly 
declined from those whicn nad vaLlod 
under the Republic. ‘The private characters 
of even the best aud ablest of the Emperors 
were stained with many odious vices, 
although not a few were remarkable for 
executive ability, learning, or justice—of 
whom Julius Cusar, Marcus Aurelius, Au- 
gustus, and Tiberius were named, 

Previous to the Empire the Patricianshad 
been in reality the governing class ; from 
them rose the senators, consuls, proctors, 
and generals; the glory of the’ Republic 
was co-existent with atrician power; but 
now thoy degenerated into extravagant, 
licentious, sensual, cynical, superstitious 
athe’ While speaking ‘of them, the 
lecturer gave many interesting particulars 
of their luxury and enormous expenditure, 

Gibbon estimates the number of the 
Slaves under the Roman rule xt 60,000,000, 
and their sadcondition, graphically depicted, 
was shown to be a great source of danger 
to the State, ‘The degradation of woman ; 
the evil effects of the public panes and 
amusements on tho morals of the people, 
the mania for the accumulation of wealth 
and its effects, minute details from Martial 
and other poets of the splendour of every 
day life, were all dwelt on, with details 
which'we have not space to name. After 
a short, but comprehensive review of theso 
branches of the whole subject, the lecture 
was concluded by a vivid description of the 
ruin that overtook Imperial Rome. 

‘The Chairman then made some practical 
remarks, and after votes of thanks to both 
Kecturer and Chairman the meoting closed 
the general feeling being that Mr, Goddard 
had achieved a great success.

YOKOMAMA. 


The Herald says the coins issued from 
the Japanese Mint continually drain out of 
the conntry, to redress the adverse balance 
of trade. Gold yen having become searee 
and dear, but few are available for bullion 
to go into the foreign melting pots; the 
consequence is that the silver coinage— 
yen, trade dollars, and the fractional cur- 
reney—are being shipped abroad by bankers 
and speculators. For a time the Mint 
made a large "profit on its five, ten, 
twenty, and fifty cent pieces, which, 
in lieu’ of small change, met with exten- 
sive acceptance in China, Hongkong, 
and the Straits Settlements, but the 
business was over-done, and the coins fell 
to too great a discount to permit of further 
shipments for that purpose. Regarded 
simply as bullion, at the price at which 
these coins can be purchased here, like the 
silver bu of years azo, it is found to be pro- 
fitable to éxport them; presently, as is 
always the case when inconvertible paper 
money is in circulation side by side with 
metallic money having an intrinsie value, the 
real money entirely disappears, andthe 
yaper alone remains to perform the func- 
tions of and in Hiew of actual money, and 
the more it is issued in excess of the wants 
of trade, the greater the discount to which 
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it falls, and the sooner metallic money 
« makes unto itself wings, and flies away.” 
Some half million doliats’ worth of the 
silver coins have been bought and shipped 
away,—a process that will be continued so 
long ‘as the Japanese buy more than they 
sell, and the state of the exchanges favors 
the operation. 

The Gazette, in recording the wreck of 
the British barque Star Queen on the Goto 
Islands, says the first officer, Mr. A. Glover, 
and three men only were saved, Captain 
Mackintosh and seventeen of the erew lost 
their lives.

‘THE PAPER HUNT HANDICAP. 


The Handicap given by the Paper Hunt 
Club, as the final rin of the season across 
country, took place on Saturday. The 
start “and finish had been advertised 
for four or five days, and not a few 
of the competing ponies had been well 
trained for the. work they had before 
them ; but the thick overhanging clouds, 
with sow apd thon a. tittle rain, 
on Friday, made it doubtful whether a 

* postponement would not be necessary. 
Although it rained heavily during the night, 
the downfall was notsufficient, inthe opinion 
of tho Stewards, to prevent the Handicap 
taking place, but the ground was heavy for 

joing, and the roads dirty and slippery. 

jesides, a stiff penetrating wind was blow- 
ing, which, after the bright, genial weather 
of the last few days, was keenly felt, 
and Ulster coats and thick wrappers were 
necessary to the enjoyment of the sport by 
spectators. 

‘The start for this annual run is generally 
at Siceawei, but owing to the gardens 
which are now there being far advanced 
in cultivation, it was altered this year 
to a point between the first and second 
bridges on the Siccawei Road, while the 
finish was the usual ono behind the Bubbling 
Well. ‘The rond presented an animate: 
scene as the time fixed for the start, 3 p.m., 
approached, ‘There were numerous carri- 
ages of all descriptions, a goodly turn out 
of horsemen in addition to the “goers,” 
and notwithstanding the muddy roads and 
keen wind the’ attendance of pedestrians 
was great, and more Indies tha. usual graced 
the scene with thei resence. few 





minutes after three o'clock, Mr. Meller, the

Thus it will be seen that there were 
twenty-six starters, two more than last 
year, and as the different squads went 
away they presented a pretty sight. ‘There 
were no difficult jumps within view of the 
start, but it was known that the course, 
after going about half a mile in the direc- 
tion of the Hermitage, turned suddenly to 





the right over the difficult jump known 
as “The Chasm,” within a few yards of 
the Siccawei Road, and to this point the 
spectators hurried after secing the ponies 
all well off. Mr. Johnston, on Gekko, one 
of the two riders who were allowed three 
minutes’ start, was the first to come in sight, 
being fully a hundred yards in advance. 
His pony refused to jump the Chasm, but, 
after a little urging, walked through it, 
and then galloped on, apparently going 
within himself, The majority of the other 
ponies followed Gekko's bad example at this 
jump, and we only noticed two who cleared 
it at the first attempt in anything like 
style, namely Blarney and Black: Cloud, 
whose performances elicited cheers from 
the spectators. From the Siccawei Road 
the course turned to the right up the 
Fahwah line, leaving the village to the 
left, and joined the usual Handicap course 
at the top of the Fahwah line, and finished 
down the well-known line of jumps behind 
the Bubbling Well, which, it will be re- 
membered, was the finish’ in one, if not 
two, hunts during the season. ‘The difficult 
jump over the tidal Creck, near the Joss- 
house, brought a few of the riders to earth, 
and it being high tide and the majority 
of tho ponies refusing to jump, the Creek 
had to be forded, ‘The finish could hardly 
be termed an exciting one. Mr. Johnston 
maintained a strong lead throughout, and 
came np to the final jump at a moderato 
speed, only two of the other riders, Messrs. 
Carlill and Ubert then being distingnishable, 
hile the remainder were straggling in a zig” 
zag line as far as the eye could reach, Gekko 
was evidently baked and refused his last 
jump, and refused again and again to 
take it. But with judicious urging and 
coaxing he erentually walked into it 
scrambled up the opposite bank, and trotted 
in an easy winner. Mr. Carlill, on a 
griffin, was the next up to the last obstacle, 
and he also walked through it, a proceed- 
ing which nearly deprived him of second 
Ince, as Mr. Ibert, on White Velvet, 
Bounded over the jump in capital style 
and finished searcoly a neck behind Mr. 
Carlill. Mx. Noel, on Chillie, and Mr. 
§. Walker, on Arad, came’ in fourth 
and fifth ‘respectively, while the re- 
mainder finished at brief intervals. The 
riders all being well up to their work and 
acquainted’ with the jumps, there was 
not that amount of fun for the spectators 
which characterises hunts in general, when 
the tumbles and Iuducrous capers of 
the uninitiated are always thoroughly 
enjoyed. The distance traversed was be- 
twveon six and seven miles, and it was done 
in about thirty minutes, which shows that 
the pace must hare been fast notwith- 
standing the heavy nature of the ground. 

Gekko's win may be described as a hard- 
earned victory. He has raced regularly in 
the hunts for the last five years, and was 
once successful in carrying off the first 
prize. But his recent performances appear 
not to have enhanced his reputation, for 
we notice that in the Handicap last ‘year 
he started from the scratch, whereas on 
the present occasion he had the full allow- 
ance given of three minutes. 

















THE MIH-HO-LOONG BALL. 

Of all the Mih-ho-loong Balls, or indeed 
any other Balls, given at the Club, that of 
Monday night last takes precedence. 
Everything that taste could suggest or 
knowledge supply in regard tosuch matters, 
was there—a “completeness” being, as it 
were, “felt” that left nothing to be 
desired. From the time of entering 
the vestibule of the Club to entering the 
Ball and Supper-rooms, it was apparent 
that neither taste nor expense had been 
spared to welcome the guests of the eren- 
ing ; while the weather, too, as if for once 
in unison with the desires of the gallant 
founders of the treat, was just of that 
kind which not only mado it a pleasure to 


dress, but gave that zest to the drive along 
the Bund which gives the entry to a 
ball-rooma sort of triumph, Neither too hot 
nor too cold—just the happy medium which 
sends the blood circulating through tho 
‘veins with a rapidity that makes “chasing 
the glowing hours with flying feet” an 
era to be remembered in after years,—such 
was the happy weather that for once 
ted the period fixed for holding the Mih- 
o-loong Ball, affording a great contrast 
to that of several previous years, when wind, 
rain, and cold weather (the two former 
especially) combined to throw a dampness 
over the enjoyment sufficient to overset 
much of the aplomb that is popularly 
supposed to contribute to the success 
of a gathering of the kind, This genial 
state of the weather was perceptible oven 
outside the Club, where for once was seen, 
in all the brilliancy of gas, a largo star, 
flanked with the words, © Mih-ho-loongs ” 
and“ Welcome”—thus greeting the 
guests on the threshold with a warmth 
that at onco made them feel at 
Tome. ‘This comfortable feeling was not 
damped on entering the vestibule of the 
building itself, for the spacious entrance 
was lined with’ man-of-war ensigns of tho 
several nations represented in tho Con- 
sulates at Shanghai, supplemented with 
choice exoties and evergreens, tastefully 
disposed in the avenue leading to the 
foot of the great staircase, Here again, 
much taste had been displayed in decora- 
tion, and also along the corridor, a room 
in itself, flanking the Ball, Suppor, and 
Refreshment rooms, and which as all Club- 
Dists and their guests know, affords such 
pleasant opportunity for lounging or prom- 
enading when not engaged in the more 
entrancing pleasures of the dance. 

‘The drapery and other decorations of tho 
corridor and its approaches was a never 
failing theme of admiration, and but for 
the invidiousness there would be in selec- 
tion, it would not be impossible to point 
to. those on the Committee whose supreme 
taste led to so snecessful an iasue. Havin, 
thus Ied the guests to the threshold of 
that arena of human bliss, the bal 
ito, it may be muppoted that desription 
would halt, and leave to the imagination 
the task of completing the narrative of 
the further excellencies disclosed on 
passing the portals, But, althongh the pon 
Is almost powerless to depict the brilliant 
scene that greeted the eye of the on-looker, 
=the dashing lights, the glitter of arms, 
subdued by tho tempered influence of 
flowersand evergreens—the lovely costumes 
of the ladies, combined with the numerous 
naval and military uniforms, which their 
engrossing associations of the moment 
endued with a more than passing ball- 
room interest—altogether contributed to 
make up a picture that will never bo 
forgotten in the annals of tho Mih-ho- 
longs. 

‘As on former occasions, the verandahs 
wore enclosed and converted into drawing 
rooms and promenades, affording pleasure- 
able retreats from the heated salons ; 
and even in these, pleasant places, the 
exceeding thoughtfulness and taste of 
the Committee were evinced in the 
disposition of thé furniture and fitments 
generally, which,. nothing lacking, were 
so arranged as to give an aggregate 
degree of comfort at the least expendi- 
ture of space, These arrangements wero 
the theme of much praise. ‘The Mih-ho- 
Joong trophies, won in the field, were 
with commendable pride displayed on 
a stand in one of the drawing rooms, 
and, to a stranger especially, must 
have presented a striking sight, as 
showing what can be, and is, done 
in so far distant a place in the Far 
East as Shanghai—these being of course 
only an example of what the other Volun- 
teer Companies and other associations for 
sport or amusements have accomplished. 
The “legends” of the Mih-ho-loongs were 


























also conspicuously displayed on the walls, 
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interspersed with glittering trophies com- 
posed of bayonets, swords, and steel ram- 
rods, framed with ‘evergreens—altogether, 
the fout ensemble has never been surpassed 
within the walls of the Club, and every- 
thing went joyously. ‘The guests num- 
ered upwards of 300, of whom nearly 70 
were ladies, and from the time of the earlier 
arrivals, shortly after nine o'clock, till mid- 
night, dancing was kept up with little inter- 
mission to the strains of the Town Band, 
the intervals being admirably filled by the 
splendid rausic of the band of H.I. 
frigate Freya, which by the permission of 
Captain von Nostiz and his officers was 
“present in uniform. 

‘At about midnight, a eapital supper was 
served by Mr. Mondon, the Steward of 
the Club, to which, in ordinary parlance, 
“ample justice’ was done ;” ‘afterwards 
dancing was resumed and kept up till. past 
three o'clock, when the ladies retired and 
left the field’ of their conquests to those 
valiant members of the sterner sex who 
liko to lingor o'er the scene of past 
gnjoyments, perhaps in the hope of 
deriving some further enjoyment from the 
scent of the roses that will cling even 
around the emptied jar. 

Tt was boyond.doubt a night of plea- 
sure never to be forgotten, and, as 
“Defence, not defiance,” is one of the 
legends of the brave Mih-ho-loongs, let it 
be hoped that, while adding another laurel 
to their already full wreath, they will never 
forget to defend the laurels previously won, 
but keep on adding to them in the ad- 
mirablo ray exhibited on Monday night.

LI HUNG-CHANG AND FOREIGN MERCHANTS. 


To the Editor of the 
Norrn-Onrva Daty News. 


Sm,—Not only the Shanghai merchants 
but foreigners in China generally are obliged 
to you for calling public attention to the 
utterances of the powerful Viceroy in re- 
gard to commoreal and judicial morality at 

shanghai. 

‘We may leavo the Mandarin his opinion 
about the outer barbarian, and, some may 
hold, the caricature drawn would simply 
deserve being laughed at; but there is no 
joke about the letter of Li Hung-chang’s. 
When a man in his high position, who is 
thought to know foreign. ways and doings 
better than any other man, gives official 
expression to his opinions, it will carry 
weight with it, and in this ease his lucubra- 
tions are calculated seriously to shake the 
credit of foreign merchants, and thus 
damage tho interests of foreigners generally ; 
it is not a case of mere empty abuse, to be 
amiled at and thrown aside, but an attack 
on our honour and our purses, 

‘There is, therefore, little doubt that it 
behoves the Committeo of the Shanghai 
General Chamber of Commerce to call a 
general meeting to protest against the 
slander published, and to invite the co- 
operation of the Consular Body in making 
our protest known in the proper quarter. 
‘The Consuls may well be expected to do so, 
since, in the same letter, they are accused 
by Li Hung-chang of aiding and abetting 
the ‘ swindling” merchants ; but is for 
the latter to take the initiative. 

Tf it be said that a protest as_con- 
templated would be just Li Hun 
chang intended, as showing him at the 
Court of Peking’ as being a Chinaman to 
the backbone, we may console ourselves in 
thinking that our object can scarcely be 
to punish Li Hung-chang, but to vindicate 
‘our position. .

Sm,—The explanation given in tho 
Courier this evening of what that paper 
itself terms “the libellous attack by Li 
Hung-chang on the merchants of Shang- 
hai,"" is almost too poor to deserve notice, 
and would of itself prove the accuracy of 
the translation of Li's remarks. 

We are to believe that Li's insult referred 
to the Chinese employés of foreign hongs. 
Why the whole context proves that itis 
foreign firms of whom he is speaking. ‘The 
Chinese employés of foreign hongs would 
certainly be beneath the great Viceroy’s 
notice, and if there were disputes between 
them ‘and a Taotai, Li knows well that it 
would not be the Taotai who would be 
unable to obtain redress. 

It is not likely that this explanation will 
deceive even the readers of the Shénpao; 
our authorities at any rate must not bo 
satisfied with it.

‘Though a little and harmless thing, yet 
it is the index of a bad feeling, certainly 
not among the children, but the adults, 
whose spirit they catch. 

Would it not be within the province of 
the Consuls to secure from the Taotai a 
proclamation demanding from the people 
a change of practice, setting forth that 
friendly relations exist between China and 
all other nations, and that this kind 
of talk and influence over their children 
and pupils fosters hostile feelin: 
only do harm? Ifthe Consuls fail to secure 
such a proclamation why should they not 
issue one themselves, seiting forth the fact, 
with such other useful information as may 
properly be embodied in such a document ?

[o the Editor of the 
‘Nontu-Cutxa Herat, 

Sim,—I read your leading article of 

esterday with & yreat deal of interest, 
Y"pameed two years in South Africa, and 
traversed the whole Eastern half of it'from 
the Cape of Good Hope to the River Lin 
popo, and as the knowledge of Africa is 
rather hazy on the part of most people who 
have not been there, I am induced to think 
that a few remarks touching several of the 
points in your article may be interesting to 
somo of your readers. 

‘Although South Africa is a small portion 
of the vast dark Continent, it is yet as 
large as all India, and is extraordinary in 
many respects. Tt has tho finest climate 
that I have ever been in, surpassing in that 
respect both coasts of the Mediterranean, 
or any place between that sea and the 
Far East, and the European grows hardy 
there, breeding an athletic and vigorous 
offspring. Itis exceedingly rich in minerals, 
more especially the Transvaal, which is the 
Jatest annexation to the British territu 
and lying between Seccocooni and Cetywayo 











(the to chiefs with whom we are now at | a 





war) is likely to be the theatre during the 
conflict. Gold, silver, lead, copper, iron 
and coal are here in abundance, and the 
two things that are wanted to make the 
‘Transvaal a second Australia are roads and 
railways. ‘These argue a sufficient white 
population, however, and at present the 
‘Transvaal is simply a hunting field unsur- 
passed in the world. Almost every kind 
me is there, from the “ Wildbeest,” 
or buffalo, to the hare. A vast undulating 
plateau about 3,000 feet above the level of 
the sea, and covered with nothing but grass, 
it forms the feeding ground of countless 
droves of deer of every kind and size. I 
was hunting there for three months, and I 
do not exaggerate when I say that I have 
‘seen the whole country around me, as far 
‘as the eye could reach, covered with herds 
of deer (or Buck) as ‘thick as ever 1 saw 
sheep on a Highland Moor or a Hampshire 
Down. 

‘As I said before, the climate is magni- 
ficent, and during nine months of the 
twelve that I was in the Transvaal alto- 
gether, I never wore anything but a flannel 
shirt anda pair of knickerbockers, whilst 
I slept_on the ground in the open air, 
wrapped in a blanket, as sound as ever 
I did in the best Hotels in Europe. 

Zululand lies to the East of the Transvaal, 











and I must deferentially take exception to 








your comparison between the Zulus and the | way from Delagoa Bay, and there are 


‘Afghans. Having seen both races, I consider 
the latter more degraded in many respects 
than the former. Cetywayo, the Zulu King 
(not Seccocooni as you say}, can read and 
write English, and takes the Natal news- 
papers. So can and does Seccocooni, and I 
hhave seen the letter of a very much in- 
ferior chief, called Johannes, written in 
good English. The Zulus are physically 
a splendid race, quite as martial as the 
‘Afghaus and infiuitely more cleanly (the 
‘Afghans being as filthy as the Chinese,) 
whilst in morality, it will be suflicient to 
say that amongst them unchastity on the 
part of the wife is punishable by death. 
A green Kaftir makes a good and honest 
sertant, if he is properly treated, but he 
resents injustice. I had a gang of Zulus 
working for me in the Lydenburg gold 
fields for five months, and I never had 
any more trouble with them than I have 
had with white men. But then, I always 
paid them to the day, fed them well, and 
never threatened punishment without ful- 
filling the threat. 

With regard to what you state abont 
the young Zulu not being allowed to marry 
until he has “ blooded his assigai,” I must 
again take exception, ‘That may have been 
tho rule thirty yours ago, but it is a 
dead-letter now, as in point of fact the 
Zulus have been at peace for many years. 
During the last six or eight years, thou- 
sands of Zulus, as of all the South African 
tribes, have been in the habit of working 
in the gold and diamond fields, The; 
march 1,000 miles to do this. They 
are paid’ from £1 to £2.10 per month. 
‘They can buy a wife for £5, and a rifle 
for £4. As soon as they get. the rifle 
and £5 for the wife, they, asa rule, “make 
tracks” home, only to be replaced by a 
fresh gang. ‘Thus it is that all South 
Africa is now armed, and in the case of 
the Zulus, with arms of precision. I ha 
seen a Zulu hit a bottle at 100 yards, 
with a Snider rifle, and I am consequently 
uot surprised at the temporary advantage 
they have gained, for Cetawayo can put 
30,000 to 40,000 men in the field. 

‘You underrate the power of the Swazies 
(properly ’Mswazies) when you talk of their 
king being a petty chief. “As a matter of 
fact, the ’Mswazies are ruled by a queen 
(at least they were two years ago), but apart 
from this they are the next bravest an 
most powerful tribe to the Zulus in that 
quarter. [saw a proof of this, I was at 
the gold fields when the war broke ont 
between the Boers and Seccocooni. “All 
our Kaftirs at the fields immediately ran 
a (the diggers) threw up forti- 
fications and banded ourselves into com- 
panies for self-defence. I was Captain of 
E. Company, and was out for three m 
but the English were not attacked, s 
did not fight. ‘The Boers, however (the 
Dutch settlers in the Transvaal), resolved 
to attack Seccocooni, but. b 
ards, they induced the "Msw 
them. ‘They placed these, 2,000 strong, 
in the van, to storm Seccocooni’s stron 
hold, which they did, Int as the Boers 
Kept’ carefully out of range of bullets, 
leaving everything to the ‘Mswazies, the 
latter got disyusted, turned upon the Boers 
(1,500 strong) reviled them as dogs, 
matched through the town of Lydenburg 
taking whatever they wanted for food, and 
went home, leaving the Boers to do what 
they liked, which turned out to be nothing. 

In conclusion, I would venture to say that 
in my humble opinion this massacre of the 
24th is probably the means used by nature 
to stimulate the Ang! to enter the 
rich South African country in such force 
as to compel the Kaflir to open a vast t 
ritory hitherto only visited by a sprinkling 
of white men. It is the opinion of all the 
gold diggers there that there is a splendid 
gold field in Seecocooni’s country, or further 
north in Matabilis. But hitherto prospec- 
tors have not been allowed to go there. 
Open up the Transvaal by means of a rail- 


















































copper mines enough to make many for- 
tunes, whilst a proper reward and proper 
protection to gold prospectors would prob- 
ably lead to discoveries that would once 
more relieve our over-peopled country of 
its surplus population, for there is rooin in 
the Transvaal alone for twenty millions of 
people.

TRANSIT PASSES. 
(China Overland Trade Report.) 
Tardily enough the Kwangtung authori- 


ties have at length granted transit passos at 
Hoihow and Pakhoi. That this step has 
een taken reluctantly is evidenced by the 
fact that the passes are subject to restric 
tions not authorised by ‘Treaty. Manufac- 
tured goods, yarn, and different metals 
only are to be admitted under passes; 
cotton and all the lesser items in the tari 
are still excluded. Nor are the passes 
more liberal with regard to export. At 
Hoihow, sugar is the sole article allowed to 
be exported under pass, and at Pakhoi 
only sugar and cassia, ‘Theso most un- 
necersary restrictions will, of course, operate 














y | to the detriment of trade, more particularly 


in the case of cotton, and it is to be hoped 
that the authorities will soon be induced 
to seo tho wisdom of issuing passes to 
cover tho other articles named in the tariff 
While, however, th good cause for 
dissatisfaction at the illiberal policy dis 
layed by the Chinese authorities in th 
ing to give ful effect to a Treaty provi 
sion foreigners had a right to demand, 
there is some ground for congratulation in 
the fact that by granting passes for cassia, 
the ronopoly possessed by Canton will bo 
broken up and Pakhoi be permitted a share 
in that trade. Hitherto, though fully a 
hundred miles nearer the cassia producing 
districts, not picul of cassia has 
found its way to Pakhoi, owing to this 
monopoly of the trade at Canton, The 
port of Pakhoi, from the opening of which 
to foreign trade 20 much was at one time 
expected, has so far yielded most disap- 
potnting results, there having really been 
no trade worth mention, but this cireum- 
stance has been due more to the want of 
transit passes and the combination of junk- 
owners than to any other cause, Now 
that transit passes have been granted, the 
port may make some progress. 

‘The Chinese have always been opposed 
to granting transit passes. ‘They look upon 
the system as an evil to be staved off as 
long as possible, and they have, in the case 
of Hoiliow and’ Pakhoi, certainly delayed 
the privilege as long’ as possible. Mr. 
McLeary Brown, in his report on the trade 
‘of Canton for 187, says, speaking of the 
transit pass system, that “the Chinese 
ofticials believe that the use of transit 
passes would be more injurions to the in- 
laud revenue than it would be beneficial to 
foreign trade, and they are sceptical of the 
real importance of, or necessity for, a 
trading privilege which has been allowed 
to remain dormant by successive genera- 
tions of able merchants for nearly twenty 
years.” ‘The strongest opposition to the 
transit pass system has always, howerer, 
come from the Native Customs authorities, 
Mr. Brown points out the raison Cétre of 
this opposition as follows :—“It is the 
interest of the Native Custom House tha: 
as large a proportion as possible of tho 
uouds entering and leaving the province 
should be carried in native bottoms ; but 
when the Transit Pass system commences, 
if cortificated goods will h: advautaye 
in the interior over non-certificated goods— 







































































and that in most cases they will can scarcely 
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be doubted—to qualify for the privilege of 
the protecting pass, goods must enter or 
leave in vessels that pay their duties at the 
Foreign Custom House. Foreign or foreign- 
type vessels will thus have an advantage 
over junks in the struggle for existence, 
and will naturally be selected by importers 
and exporters; and the Native Customs 
foresee, as a consequence, that less grist 
will come to their mill.” ‘As a concession 
to this opposition, we presume, the transit 
ass right has been cumbered with restric- 
ions designed to detract from its value. 
The foroign representatives should stren- 
uously urge upon the Kwangtung author- 
_ ities to grant all that the Treaty concedes. 











ANOTHER OUTRAGE BY CHINESE ON 
MISSIONARIES. 
(Poochow Herald.) 

Another serious outrage, instigated as 
usual by the literati, lus’ we hear been 
recently perpetrated on one of the English 
Church Mission chapels at a place called 
Yik-kau, in the district of Kieng-ning Fu. 
On the 8th of the present Chinese moon 
one of the literary ‘magnates of the place 
called on the native preacher and demanded 
from him the sum of one hundred dollars 
for the right of preaching or having a 
Christian chapel in the town, and threat- 
ened that unless he got the ‘money he 
would tear down the chapel and expel the 
preacher. The Christians of course refused 
to comply with this illegal demand, and i 
consequence of the refusal, the’ literati 
came the same day with a gang of about 
two hundred lazy-looking vagabonds, who 
smashed the doors of the chapel, destroyed 

- and took away the Mission’ property, 
seriously injured the native catechist, and 
robbed him of all his little effects. ’ The 
‘Magistrato in charge was applied to for 
protection, but, as appears to be usual in 
such cases, refused to interfere. ‘This, we 
are informed, is the fourth outrage ¢om- 
mitted by the native literati on ‘English 
Mission property in the abore district, 

About six or seven years ago the chapel 
belonging to this Mission in’ the town of 
Yon-peng Fu was destroyed by the gentry 
of that place, in the same manner as on the 
recent occasion, above mentioned, and 
nothing has beon since done by the Chinese 
authorities to restore their property to the 
Biission, or to punish the offenders, though 
the officials have been repeatedly called 

n by EL.M.’s Consul to enforce the law. 
lneee years ago the mission premises in 
the city of Kieng-ning Fu, were attacked 
and destroyed by'a gang of rufians, head 
and paid by the gentry. The preache 
thoir follow Christiaus were subjected to 
the most barbarous cruelties and insults, 
They were stripped of all clothing and 
chung up for two hows on a tree, and the 
most abominable admixture of filth forced 
into their mouths; two of them fainting 
under the process. After indeseribably 
Aisgusting insults liad been heaped upon 
their persons, they were taken down, and, | 
with ropes round their necks, were marched 
naked through the principal streets of the 
town, a public erior going before and ealling 
‘onthe people to witness tite spectacles of four 
Foreign barbariaus without clothes. One of 
the men thus treated, the Rev. Mr. Ling, a 
most faithful and devoted clergyman, never 
recovered from tlie ellvcts of the injuries 
which he then received, and has since died. 
This outrage has never been redressed | 
though the case was, we are reliably. assured, | 
brought to the notice of the Viceroy by | 
ELM.’s Consul. It was not surprising, 
therefore, to learn that when in June last ; 
the Mission re-established itself in the city | 
of Kieng-ning Pu, che very same parties | 
again attacked tho Mission promises, de- , 
stroyed the chapel, and ill-treated’ ai 
expelled the catechist and Christians from | 
the place. j 

‘We understand that in all these instances 
the Magistrates have openly taken the side 



























































of the rioters, and have refused to punish 
the ringleaders of the riots, though they 
are well-known to the authorities. The 
long delay in making reparation for the 
outrages committed on the same Mission 
at Wu-shih-shan, in the city of Foochow, 
together with the refusal of the authorities 
to take any steps towards the punishment 
of the riotous literati of Kieng-ning Fu and 
Yen-peng, or to restore to the mission its 
property in these places, not unnaturally 
extcouraze the literati in ‘their lawless con- 
duet. We sliould like to know the nature 
of the remontranees, if any, which H.M.’s 
Gonsul is said to have addressed to the 
Chinese authorities in regard to these 
daring interferences with Missionary pro- 
perty; and also, why it is that these re- 
moustrances have been so persistently dis- 
regarded, and that matters have become 
worse and worse, till the mission is threa- 
tened with the destruction of all its property, 
even under the very eyes of the British 
Consul in the city of Foochow. Weshould 
like also to know how it is that the remon- 
strances or representations, made by the 
Consuls of all other nationalities at. this 
port, under like circumstances, are promptly 
attended to, and that the Chine: we re- 
cently confined their depredations to the 
persons and property of the English Mission 
alone? 

We further understand that the English 
Missionaries have serious apprehensions of 
further outrages on their chapels and con- 
gregations in differents parts of this pro- 
ince and that, in despair of getting any 
satisfaction or protection from the authori- 
ties in China, they have appealed to the 
Foreign Oflice at home, through the pre- 
sident of the Church Missionary Society. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that this unsatis- 
factory state of affairs will not be allowed 
to continue much longer; and that the 
Chinese will be made to feel that they 
cannot destroy and burn down the property, 
or insult tho persons of British subjects, 
with impunity. But above all, is it desir- 
able that treaty obligations shall be held 
sacred and be faithfully carried out. 














‘THE REBELLION IN KWANGTONG. 
(Daily Press.) 

Our latest advices from “Haiphong, say 
the above paper, do not show that 
Yung-tsoi has made great progress either 
in his subjugation of Northern Annam or 
in the development of his supposed des 
on the Western provinces of China, ‘The 
redoubtable Li was still within three days’ 
march of Bak Ninh when last reported, 
and as ho was in that, neighbourhood full 

ineo, it is difficult to comprehend 
his intentions really are. It is stated 
that he has entrenched himself in the posi- 
tion he has taken up ; but whether he has 
done this as a feint or in full expectation 
of attack, appears to be doubtful. Some 
people are of opinion—and the notion is by 
ho means a new one—that Li purposes 
taking a dash at Yinnan, calculating, 
donbtless that he can either make good 
his escape from that provinee, or make his 
position there unassailable long ere the 
Inert officials of the Empire ean move for- 
ward troops to oppose him in anything like 
adequate mumbers, 

It must be a troublesome time for the 
mandarins in South China, when, besides 
the ever-expected raid of Li Yung-tsoi, the 
rebellious thovement in Hainan appeats to 
maintain itself. At Hoihow it was expected 
that large reinforcements of Imperialists 
were on the way overland, but they had 
not actually arrived. Theit numbers were 






















































stated as 2,500—most probably a_ gross 
exaggeration, ‘The Hakkas were said to be 


more inclined to be reasonable with the 
local otticials than they have been hitherto; 
Lut: with the military officers sent against 
them it will most likely be war to the 
knife. 

Speaking of Hoihow, it would appear 
that the so-called ‘Transit Passes offered

by the Chinese authorities are not likely 
to be accepted; in fact, the offer is re- 
garded somewhat in the light of a sto, 
instead of the nourishing bread which is 
distinetly asked for. It is clear that any 
pass which places any limitation upon the 
Kind of article to be passed, is entirely 
out of the question. ‘The ‘Transit Pass 
is either a right granted by Treaty, or it is 
not. Whether that right has or has not 
been demanded by the foreigner for several 
years matters nothing, We aro glad there- 
fore to learn that there is every likelihood 
that this matter will be satisfactorily 
arranged at no distant date.

‘THE HARKA RISING IN HAINAN, 
(Daily Press.) 

We have received intelligence from Hoi 
how concerning the Hakka rising in Hai 
nan, ‘The last news represunted the rebals 
as victorious and preparing for further 
operations against the Imperial troops. It 
would appear that subsequently they must 
have met with a decided check, as we now 
hear that they are offering to lay down 
their arms on condition that their lives 
shall be spared. ‘To this proposition, how- 
ever, the Viceroy of the Two Kwang 
demurs, as he wishes to make an example 
of the ringleaders. ‘There scems no doubt 
that the émeute is crushed, for the gunboat 
Tehing-po has been despatched from Pak-

‘THE “ KATE WATERS” TRAGEDY, 





By the 0. 8. 8. Co. 7 
which arrived at Hongkong: on the 21st inst., 
seven of the crew of the barque Kate Waters 
were brought up from Singapore under an 
escort of seven Labuan native police, ‘They 
were arrested in Labuan and forwarded to 
Singapore in the steamer Cleator for ship- 
ment to Hongkong for trial. It was known 
that the prisoners were coming in the 
Ulysses, telegraphic information having 
been received to that effect, but the tele- 
gram did not state whether they were in 
custody or not, and room was left for doubt 
as to whether they might not have escaped 
arrest and taken passage in the vessel w 
known to the authorities until after her de- 








| parture. Under these circumstances pre- 


cautions were taken by the police hero, 
boats being stationed round the vessel on 
her arrival to prevent any sampans approach- 
ing whilst Inspector Mathieson went on 
board to ascertain the position of affairs. 
It was found that they were safely 
in irons in charge of the Labuan police. 
‘They were brought ashore to the 
Central Station and locked up in the cells. 
It appears that the crow of the barque 
consisted of sixteen hands all told, ns 
the captain, first and second officers, Chine: 
carpenter, cook, and boy, nine Malay 
seamen, and one native of Mauritins, also 
a seaman, After leaving Hongkong for 
Foochow in October last, the vessel was 
compelled by adverse winds to anchor out- 
side for two weeks, when the course was 
resumed for Foochow. During this time 
one of the seamen was made boatswain, 
with an increase of pay, which created 
jealousy amongst the remainder. They 
applied to the captain for an increase of 
pay, which was refused, and this, we be- 
lieve, was the origin of the ill feeling which 
resulted in the frightful tragedy. When the 
vessel was about a month out, and neat the 
south end of Formosa, the seamen attacked 
the Europeans and Chinese on board, mut- 
dered them all and then threm the bodies 
overboard. They then sailed the ship 
south, eventually landing at Labuan, where 
they scuttled her and went ashore in the 
boats in order to escape. ‘Their secret was 

















not well kept amongst tiemselves and the 
natives having ascertained some of the 


at. 
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circumstances, arrested seven of the men 
and handed them over to the police. The 
other three escaped. The Governor of 
Labuan sent the prisoners on to Singapore 
route to Houglong for trial, evidence of 
identity and shipment being obtainable 
here. It is understood that one of the 
men is going to give evidence against the 
remainder, 





TWO DAYS’ SPORT WITH A TIGER IN THE 
BOTANICAL GARDENS NEAR CALCUTTA. 
(Englishman.) 

On Monday, 6th January, two tigers 
belonging to the Ex-King of Oudh, whose 
house is on the left bank of the Hughli, 
escaped from their cages, a keeper having 
incautiously left the door of their cage 
‘open wher cleaning it. One was shortly 
after killed in the King’s grounds by a 
Superintendent of Police ; the other swam 
across the river and landed near the ghat 
in the Botanical Gardens. Shortly after 
landing ho knocked down and mauled Mr. 
Bierman, one of the European assistants. 
Mr, Scott and he had, after first seeing the 
tiger, gone into a house, but came out 
again to look for the brute, their attention 
being momentarily disturbed by the chat- 
tering of a monkey (an unusual sound in 
the Botanical Gardens). The brute seized 
his opportunity and springing past a 
native, who was in front of the two 

entlemen, knocked down one; he then 
immediately returned to his’ lay and 
remained in the gardens all day. Owing 
to the presence of Stripes in the gardens 
various picnic parties had to return without 
landing, though one party foolishly insisted 
on landing notwithstanding contrary orders, 
but was soon obliged to beat a retreat, 
Towards nightfall the brute was heard 
giving 
shortly before daybreak it killed’ two 
bullocks in a small clearing a short distance 
to the north of the tree. ‘The bullocks 














were tied up in a shed: one it dragged out- | P 


side and ate one hind 
it left dead inside. Early on Tuesday 
morning some native shikaris were in the 
gardons trying to stalk Stripes: one of 
them, while peering into a small brake, 
was severely handled and is not expected 
to recover.

Stripes were unavailing, and they retired 
about four o'clock and left the grounds. 
In the afternoon a machan was erected in 
tho jungle to tho north of the gardens, 
near the scene of the kill, from the top of 
which the shikaris might’ have an oppor- 
tunity of potting Stripes, should he return 
to the scene of his feast the night before. 
To make matters doubly sure, an awninj 

was improvised on the roof of a small 
pcka house not far from the kil, and 
ive bullock was securely tied to a tree a 
few yards distant from’ the house within 
full view of the shikaries on the roof, some 
plantain trees being cut away to give better 
aim, A speculation had arisen as to whether 
Stripes would prefer dead meat to live; in 
the course of the night the question was 
soon set at rest. Shortly after 6, four gen- 
tlemen proceeded from Bishop’s College to 
the scene of the kill, and placed themselves 
in positions for 2 good shot: two on the 
machan ; two on the top of the pucka house. 
It was then discovered that shooting could 
not be depended on without something to 
eat : one of the party immediately went off 
for materials for food and drink, and as he 
was returning with a chaukidar, distinctly 
heard Stripes not far off. He hastened on 
with the food, which was soon despatched 
inside the pucka house, tables and chairs 
being dispensed with. "Posts were again 
taken up, and soon after the brute was again 
heard giving tongue, as he was prowling 
about in search of food : this went on for 
about an hour, the bullock near the house 
showingevidentsignsof intense alarm though

perfectly silent. For half an hour after this 
the stillness of a clear moonlight night re- 
mained perfectly unbroken ; all eyes were on

The shi- 
Earis being uncertain whether Stripes was 
really dead, determined to spend the rest of 
the night where they were, itnot being con- 
sidered safe in the uncertain light of the 
moon to venture in scarch of him, beaters 
being at a discount. Soon after, some 
chaukidars arrived with beaters and passed 
close to where Stripes was last seen ; the 
men on the machan then came down and 
spent the rest of the night on the more 
comfortable roof of the pucka house belong- 
ing to a cowkeeper. 

"AS soon as it was light all hastened down 
to have a look, and there sure enough was 
Stripes, a magnificent animal, lying on his 
right side quite deal. One shot had caught 
him in the left shoulder, the other in the 
right flank. ‘The honour of this kill rests 
with Mr. Wace, of Howrah.
